Sierra Madre families will have 
plenty of preserves, jellies and 
jams for their breakfaust toast, 
hot cakes and waffles if the rate 
to which applications for canning 
sugar certificates are being re¬ 
ceived by the local ration board 
means anything. 

According to Shelby Cowart, 
chairman of the Sierra Madre ra- 
tioners, 216 applications repre¬ 
senting 597 persons w«re filed 
in the first three oays the board 
considered doling out cards for 
canning sugar. Permits were is¬ 
sued for the purchase of 4,434 
pounds, the allowance being one 
pound of sugar for each four of 
fruit. On Tuesday alone there 
were 100 applications and per¬ 
mits were issued for 1,000 
pounds. In giving out these fig¬ 
ures the board asked that the 
public be riKjucsted to file ap¬ 
plications only when actual can¬ 
ning is to begin. 

T'he ration board is moving its 
headquarters from the office of 
Neale and Russell to the city 
hall, where it will observe office 
hours from 9 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
each Tuesday and Friday. It has 
issued ration books to 50 persons' 
who were unable on account of I 
absence from the city, illness or 
other good reason, to secure their 
books at the designated time.

Every Warning Siren In

Responding to a request trom 
the War Department, the Red 
Cross is estabiishing service c.ubs 
in Iceland, Great Britain and 
Austraiia and will add such other 
facilities and activities as may 
be needed with other expedition¬ 
ary forces, according to C. W. 
Jones, chairman of the S ena 
Madre Red Cross. 

Said Mr. Jones: “The Red 
Cross, by agreement with the 
Army wili operate service clubs 
outside the continental limits of 
the United States, which norm¬ 
ally will have reading, rooms 
lounging rooms, game rooms, and 
in most instances, gymnasiums or 
large rooms suitable for enter¬ 
tainments.

GIVING LIFE 


Thousands of persons today— 
as you read this - are awaiting 
their turn in hospital reception 
rooms and blood procurement 
centers to give a pint of their 
blood to protect the lives of 
America’s fighting men. 

Thanks to the wizardry of 
modern medical science, a new 
method of blood processing has 
been developed which is saving 
the lives of thousands of war 
wounded. Heretofore, it was 
necessary that the donor’s blood 
be similar in type to tne recipi¬ 
ent’s, a requirement that blocked 
the way to sp>eedy administration 
of transfusions. Countless lives in 
World War I could have been 
saved if this inevitable delay for 
hospitalization had not been 
necessary. 

Overleaping this obstacle, the 
new method submits the pint of 
blood to a process which separ¬ 
ates the red and white corpuscles 
from the liquid plasma. After¬ 
wards placed under a tempera¬ 
ture of 50 degrees below zero, 
the plasma Is frozen into a solid, 
and later dried under high 
vacuum treatment until It is re¬ 
duced to a golden powder which 
keeps its life-sustaining power in¬ 
definitely. Sealed in an air-tight
